The following Report of the Solect Committee on the Bill further to amend 
the Indian Trade Unions Act , 1928 , was presented to the Legislative Assembly 
on the 28th February , 1947 : 

We, the undersigned , members of the Select Committee to which the Bill fur 
ther to amend the Indian Trade Unions Aot, 1926 , was referred , have considered 
the Bill, and have now the honour to submit this our Report, with the Bill as amend 
ed by us annexed thereto . 

Clause 3 .- The definition of " employer " has been amplified on the lines of 
tho definition in the Industrial Disputes Bill as revised by the Seleot Committee 
with the addition that the expression will also include an association of employers 
and a definition of " industry " as in that Bill has been included . We have also gug 
gested that the Courts to be appointed under the proposed section 28B should be 
designated " Labour ( ourts " instead of " Industrial Courta " . 

Clause 4 : Proposet section 28 A . - Sinco the regulation of labour in minen and 
oilfields is a subject included in the Federal Legislative List, we consider that the 
Central Government, rather than tho Provincial Government, should bo the appro 
priate Government in respect of Trade Unions consisting for the most part of work 
men employed in mines or oilfields . We have also reduced the percentage Apeci. 
fied in the Explanation to this scction from seventy to Ofty . 

Proposed section 25B . - We consider that the personnel of Labour Courts should 
be such as to command respect and confidence . Sub -section ( 1) has been revised 
to indicato the high level we would like to see maintained in the selection of Judges 
for these Courte . 

Proposed section 28D . - - The conditions set out in this section are not intended 
to apply to recognitions by agreement and this has been made clear in the revised 
section , Clause ( a ) has been amplifiod to include allied or connected industries. 
Clause (c ) An originally proposed has cvoked strong opposition , We hrve revised 
it omitting the reference to communal or religious grounds and laying down a condi 
tion in more general terms. The rules of a Trade Union seeking recognition before 
A Labour Court should not in our view provide for the exclusion from membership 
of any class of worb men employed in the particular industries for which the Trade 
Union has been fomed . The condition in clause (g ) has been incorporated in sub 
Action (1 ) of section 28 E where it is more appropriato , and clauso (h ) has been 
omitted as being unnecessary . 
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The que tion whether a particular Trado Union is a reprerontative Trade Union 
from tho point of view of tho employer is obviously of great im ortance , and instead 
of leaving the criteria to be prescribed by rulos , we have laid down in sub -section 
( 4 ) of the revised section 28E what appaars to us to be the main consideration in 
this rospect . At the same timo we have left tho Labour Court full discretion in 
border line CAROB to adjudge the representative character of an applicant Trade 
Union , 

A proviso has been udded to section 28D explaining condition (6 ) in regard to 
recognition by an association of omployers . 

Proposed section 287 . Sub -section ( 1). - Sinco the condition precodont for apply . 
ing to the Labour Court as originally proposed , namely , that the employer should 
havo refused to rocognizo the Trade Union may lend itself to the adoption of dilatory 
tactics by omployors so inclined , wo have replaced it by the condition that the 
Trade Union should have failed to obtain recognition within three months of apply 
ing to the employer for recognition . 

Sub -section (2 ), which is new , makes it clear that a single application may be 
made under sub -section (1) for recognition by more than one employer, or by an 
abociation of omployers as well as one or more members thereof. 


Sub -section (3 ) -- The original sub -section (2 ) iº unnecessarily rigid . The 
Labour Court may be given the discretion which a Civil Court usually has , in regard 
to the granting and extending of time for furnishing the information required by it . 


Sub -sections ( 5 ) and (6 ).- Sub -sections (3 ) and (4 ) As originally drafted leave tha 
final decision in the matter to the appropriate Government for which we see no 
justification . The Labour Court should in our view be ompowered finally to deoido 
tho question , and not merely to recommend to the appropriate Government , whether 
or not the applicant Trade Union should be recognized by the employer . Wo havo 
provided accordingly in revised sub -section (5 ). 

Where the Trade Union spoks recognition by an association of employers and 
the Court grants it , tho recognition will not be binding on individual members of the 
&agocjaţion . We consider however that if the Court is satisfied that the Trade Union 
is representative of the workmen employod by any such member , it should be 
authorised to direct recognition by that employer , in addition to dirooting rooogni 
tion by the association , 

Express provision has boon made in the revised sub - section (6 ) on the lines of 
gection 28C ( 3 ), 


Proposed section 28F .- - We consider the poriod of six months proposed 
in sub -section (2 ) to be too long for reoponing what the employer may 
regard as a concluded matter , and have reduoed it to three months . The refer 
ence to " a Trade Union ” in the original draft is liable to be construed too widely , 
aid to tho projudice of the particular Trade Union Boeking to negotiate with the 
employer . We have , therefore , replaced " a " by " the " . 


Proposed section 28G . - - In order to avoid factious quarrels between contending 
Trade Unions , we consider that thọ right to apply to a Labour Court for withdrawal 
of the recognition of a Trade Union should bo limitod to the Registrar and the em . 
ployer concei zed . Other Trade Unions would be at liberty to move the Registrar 
in the matter if they had sufficient grounds for doing so . We have made it clear 
that the soction applied only to recognitions by order of the Labour Courts and not 
to recognitions by ugreement. 

Sub -sections (3 ) and (4 ) have been combined and revised on the same lines as 
Bub -sections (6 ) and (6 ) of the revised seotion 28E . 
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Proposed section 281. — This section also should apply only to Trade Unione 
rocognized undor section 28E . 


Proposed section 28K . — Tho unfair practice set out in the original clauße 
(c) of this section is, in our opinion , too vague and likely to load to 
oumplications . We have replaced it by another clause designed to prevent the viojim 
isation of officors of a rocognised Trade Union merely because they are suoh 
officers . We have also added ex majore cautela a proviso that the refusal of an em . 
ployer to permit his workmen to engage in trade union activitios during their hours 
of work shall not be regarded an unfair praotico , 


Clause 7 .-- A sub - section has been added to the proposed section 32A providing 
for the payment of compensation to any workmen discharged or otherwise disori 
minated against by an employer in contravention of this section , read with clause 
(c ) or olaus« (d ) of the proposed seotion 28K . 


2. The Bill was published in the Gaz sito of India , Part V , dated the 23rd 
February , 1946 . 


3 . We think that the Bill bas not been so altered as to require re -publication 
and we recommend that it be passed as now amended .

Committoo are given below : 

Parto (a ) to ( f ) of Clande 280 . - Tusend of the klx conditions imposed by parts 
( a ) to ( f ) of ClauRC 2D the only condition for thr recognition of a Uniun charid be 
the registration of the Union . The period of six months aftor registration wich 
must alapho before a Union can apply to the Labour ( ourt for rai ognition is un 
necessary . 

Sub Clause ( 3 ) and ( 1) of Clause : E . - - There is no need to crpower the labour 
Court to ask for information further than thr information regarding the renditions 
laid down in parts (a ) to ( f ) of Clause 28 ]) . 

Sub -clause ( 1 ) of Clauec 28F . — The only privilege allowed by the Bill to a l hoy 
pised Trade Union ja to receive replies to its letters and have interviens witli inshagen 
mont. We feel that in addition to the above, fucilitirs to enable it to do ita work 
effectively should ho provided by the employer to rocognised Trade Union Some 
of the facilities we would like to be provided are given below : 

(m ) Provision of suitable place for stieplaving notices of the Union ; 
(0 ) Permission for collection of scriptions from its members and the 

holding of meetings on premiues of the establishment ; 
(c) Laayo of Absence to members of the executive for attending inenting 

And for negotiating with tlir rriployer : 
( d ) Consultation with repinenntatives of the Union before making any 

change in the working conditions , particularly when the change 

happens to be to the disarlvaninge of the workosk ; and 
(e ) Permission to Union representation to make a personal inimigation 

regarding the complaint of its membase by going nithin the premises 

of the establishment, 
Sub Clause ( 2 ) of Clause PÅF - The only privilege allowed by the Bill vila , 
receiving replies to letters and having interviews with the cmplurer , would he tas . 
tricted under this clause The period of threr months which must alapae bofore 
A subjnet on whirh conclusion has boon arrived at , can be reopened is too long . 
Thron months should be 47114tituted by month 

Clause 28G . – T ), perind oot six months wlic is pr vided by the Bill hotwcan 
the withdrawal of 11 lognition and fresh application for recognition is too long . 
WA propose that this period need not lie longer than thrce months.

In part ITI - B , the sub -sections (a ) and (6 ) of 28J, leave in my opinion , some 
ground uncovoiod . For instance , under this provision , employees in difforont 
factoring or onuupations belonging to a Trade Union may not be committing an 
unfuir practice even when they yo on an irregular striko one by one in different 
factories or occupations Buccessivoly . While somo workers in one factory or occur 
pution may be partioipating in an irregıllar strike at one timu, Yome workurs in 
other freiorins or occupations inay go on an irregular strike at another time in 
aucocxxion . This won t be imvered by the words " inajority of the Membor s of 
tho Trade Union " becauso tho 114mbols of u Union will ho scattored over different 
factoring or occupations and their firctory or occupation - wisu irregular strikos muy 
not be unfuir practica {Locording to thių provision , unloss the strikors in one and 
the same factory or occupation constituta u majority of the temhers of the Union 
and this may not ulways be the ousa , This will thun uot only result in continuous 
harassment to tho employers, but also in paralysing the whole industry , as different 
units of tho industry will be brokon one efter anothor T, thereforo , suggest that 
for the words " majority of the mombers of tlır Trade Union " , the words “ majority 
of the mounhers working in factory Of Oor upation and helonging to the Union " 
should be substituted , 

Sub - Clause (6 ) of Section 28J lauves incliyidual mewhers of the Hovutivo of 
tho Univ free to advise or notively support or to instigate an irregular strike , with 
out oommitting an unfair prarticc . The oxecutive of the Union may not pass A 
resolution to this offert, but Any individual member of the executivo may frustrate 
the objoct of this provision by advising or actively supporting or instigating an 
irregular triko in his individual capacity, I feel, thorofore , that this suh - olauso 
should ha fo modified as to lay down that what is an unfair practico for the axe . 
outive as a whole , should be an unfair prantina also in respect of individual members 
of the executivo of the Union .

A , Bill further to amend the Indian Trade Unions Act , 1926 


WHERBAB it is expedient further to amend the Indian Trade Unions Act , 1926 
(XVI of 1926 ), for the purposes hereinafter appearing ; 

It is hereby enacted as follows . - - 

1 . Short title and commencement. - (1) This Act may be called the Indian 
Trude Unions (Amendment ) Act, 1947 . 

( 2 ) It shall come into force ou such date as the Central Government may , 
by notification in the official Gazetto , Appoint . 


2 . Amendment of long title and preamblo , Act XVI of 1926 .- - In the long 
title and preamble of the Indian Trade Unions Act , 1926 (hereinafter referred . 
to as the said Act ), 

(a) after the word " registration the words “ and recognition " shall by 
ingerted ; 

(b ) for the words " registered Trade Unions in British India " the words 
" registered and recognisert Trade Unions and to certain unfair practices in 
industrial or trade employment" shall be substituted . 

8 . Amendment of section 2 , Act XVI of 1928 . - In section 2 of the said 
Act , --- 

(a ) clauses (6 ) to (h ) shall be reletterod as clauses (f), (g ), (i), (4), (k ) 
(m ) and (n ), respootively ; 

(b ) for the opening paragraph and olause (a ), the following shall be 
substitutod , namely :-- 

" In this Act , unless thore is anything repugnant in the subjeot 
or context , 

(a ) appropriate Governmont means , in relation to Trade 

Unions whose objects are not confined to one Province , the 
Central Government, and in relation to other Trade Uniona , 
but subject to the provisions of section 28A , the Provincial 

Government ; 
(b ) employer means - 
(i) in relation to an industry carried on by or under the

under sub-section (1) of section 28B ;" ; 
(c ) after clause (g ) as relettered by this section , the following clause shall he 
ingerted , namely : 

(h) " recognized Trado Union " means & Trade Union rucognised under 
this Act ; ; 

(d ) after clause (k ) as relcttered by this section , the following clause shall be 
inserted , namely : 

‘(1) " strike " and " illegul strike " have the meanings respectively 
assigned to thein in the Trude Disputes Act , 1929 (VII of 1929 ) , and 
" irregular strike " means an illegal striko or a strike declared by a Trade 
Union in contravention of its rules referred to in clause ( 1) of He otion 28 D ; 

4 . Ingertion of new Chapters IIIA and TIIB in Act XVI of 1926 . After 
Chapter III of tho said Act the following Chapters shall be inserted , namely : 

CHAPTER IIIA 

Recognition of Trade Unions 
28A . Modification of the definition of " appropriate Governmont" for certain 
purposes . - - Notwithstanding anything to the contrary in the definition of " the 
appropriate Government" in section 2 , the Central Government shall be deemed 
to bo the appropriate Government for the purposes of this Chapter in respect 
of Trade Unions consisting of workmen employed by the Central Government or 
by a Foderni Railway or in a major port mine or oilfield 

Explanation . - - In this section and for the purposes of this Chapter , a Trade 
Union of which not less than fifty per cent . of the members are workmen

28B . Appointment, constitution , powers and procedure of Industrial Courts . 
( 1) For the purposes of this Chapter , the appropriate Government shall 
Appoint such number of Labour Courts is it considers necessary , consisting of 
one or more persons cach of whom — 

(a ) is , or has been , a Judge of a High Court or a District Judge , or 

(b ) is qualified for appointment as a Judge of A High Court : 
Provided that the appointment to a Labour Court of any person not qualifiod 
and cla115€ ( n ) shall be more in consultation with the Iligh Court of the Pro 
vince in which the Labour Court hus , or is intended to have , ita uuel place of 
sitting, 

1 ) Every Labour Court shall have all the powers of a Civil Court for the 
purposes of receiving evidence , administering oaths , enforcing the attendance of 
witnesses , and compelling the discovery and production of documenty , and shall 
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be deemed to be a Civil Court within the meaning of sections 480 and 482 of the 
Code of Criminal Procedure , 1898 ( V of 1898 ). 

(3) Tho proceelings of Labour ( ourts shall be ligulated and ( onducted in 
such manner as may be prescribed . 

280 . Rooognition by agreement. - ( 1 ) Where un employer agrees to recognize 
& Trade Union , a memorandum of Agreement signed by the emplover and the 
officers of the Trade Union , or their authorised representatives , may be pre 
gented to the Registrar who shall record the memorandum in a register in the 
prescribed manner. 

(2 ) Such an agreement muy be revoked by either party thereto on applica 
tion made to the Registrar in the prescribed manner. 

(3 ) While such an agreement is in force , the Trade Union shall, in its rela 
tions with the employer with whom the agreement is made, have all the righte 
of a recognized Trade Union under this Act, and shall for all other purposes be 
deemed to be a reoognized Trade Union , 

28D . Conditions for recognition by oriler of a Labour Court.- A Trade Union 
shall not be entitled to recognition by order of a Labour Court under section 28E 
unless it fulfils the following conditions, namely : 

(a ) that all its ordinary members are workmen employed in the sam ", 
industry or in industries closely allied to or connected with one anothor ; 

(b ) that it is representative of all the workmen employed by thy 
employor jo that industry or thoso industrios ; 

(c) that its ruleg do not provide for the exclusion from membership 
of any clans of the workmen referred to in clause (6 ) ; 

(d ) that its rulos provide for the procodure for declaring a strike ; 

(e) that its rules provide that a mooting of its exocutive shall be held 
at least once in every six months ; 

( f) that it is , and has been for at loast six months prior to the date of 
tho application to the Labour Court for recognition , a registored Trado 

Union , and that it has complied with all the provisions of this Act : 
Provided that the referonco in clauso (b ) to “ the employer " shall as respecte 
recognition by an association of employers, bo construed as a reference to all the 
employers who are members of the association . 


28E . Applicalion lo, und grant of recognition by , Inbour Courts . - (1) Where, 
a registered Trade Union having applied for recognition to an employer has failed 
to obtain recognition within a period of three months from the date of making such 
application , it may apply in writing , setting out such particulars as may bo pres .) 
oribed , to the Labour Court for recognition by that employer . 
(2 ) A single application may bo made under wih -saction ( 1) for recognition 

(a ) by more than one omployer , or 

(6 ) by an association of employers as well as one or more members 
thoroof. 
( 3) The Labour Court may call for further information for the purpose of 
ascertaining whothor the Trade Union is entitled to rocognition by the employer 
under this section , and if he Trade Union fails to supply the roquired information 
within the timo granted , the Labour Court may dismiss the application . 
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( 1) Tho Labour Court shall, efter serving notice in the prescribed manuer on the 
employer, investigato whether tho Trade Union fulfils the conditions for rooognition 
set out in sectiou 28D , and in deciding whether the condition set out in oluude (b ) 
thereof is fulfillud , the Labour Court shall have rogurd to , but shall not be bound by, 
the fuct whuthor the proportion which the number of the workmen refurred to in 
the said clause who hro mombers of the Traile Union and are not in arrears of their 
subscription for 2uy period oxouoding thrvo months , bours to the total 
mumbor of such workmen is less , or not less, thin such percontage , if any, as may be 
presoribed in this buhalf, either generally , or in rospect of any particular locality or 
any purticular employer or class of employers , or any particular industry or 
olaus of industries . 

(5 ) If tho Lubour Court is sutisfiod that the Trade Union jg fit to be ceougnized 
by thy employer , it shull make all order directing such recognition and may , where 
the recognition is to be by an Association of omployery, further direot , by the same 
or a subsequcnt order, recognition by every momber of the angociation in relation to 
whom the Trado Union fulfils tho condition set out in clause (b) of sootion 28D . 

(0 ) Every order made undor sub -section (5 ) shall be forwardel to the appro 
priate Govornmout which shall notify it in thu official Gazetto , and whilo a recogni. 
tion directod by such order is in forco tho Trade Union shall, in its relations with the 
employer concerned , havu all the rights of a recognized Trade Union under this Aut 
and shall for all vi her purposes be deemed to be a recognized Trado Uwon . 

286 . Rights of recognized Trade Unions. -- (1 ) Tho executive of a recoguzed 
Trude Uuwou shall be entitled to negotiate with employers m respoct of matters 
connected with the employmeut ur lion -employment or the terms of employment 
or the conditions of labour of all or any of its meinbers , and the employer shall 
receive and send replios to letters sent by the exocutivo on , and grant interviews 
to tbat body regarding , such matters . 

( 3 ) Nothing in this scction shall be construed as requiring an employer to 
geud replies to letters on , or grant interviews regarding , matters on which , as & 
result of previous Il scussion with the exccutivo of the Trnde Union , the employer 
has arrived at a conclusion , whether in agreement with the executive or not , 
unless od pariod of at least three months hng ulapsed since the said conclusion was 
arrived at, nt unleey there has been a change in circumstances . 

(3 ) Any Niepute between the employer and the executive of a rocognized 
Trade Union us to whether a conclusion has been arrived at, or whether there 
has been a change in circumstances , within the meaning of sub -section (2 ), shall 
be referred to the Registrar whose decision shall be final. 

28G . IT itlutrawal of recognition -- (1 ) Where the recognition of a Trade Union 
has been dirented under Section 28E , the Registrar* * * or the employer may apply 
in writing to the Labour Court for withdrawal of the recognition * * * on any of the 
following grounds , namely : 

(a ) that the executive or the members of the Trade Union have con 
mitted any unfair praction set out in section 28J within three months prior 
to the date of the application ; 

(h ) that the Trade Union has failed to submit any return referred to in 
seotion 281. 

( c ) thut the Trade Union lins rensed to be representative of the work 
men referred to in clause (6 ) of section 28D . 

(2 ) On rooeipt of an application under sub -section ( 1) the Labour Court 
shall , unless it thinks fit to dismiss the application gummarily , serve notice in 
the prescribed inanner on the Trade Union to show Cause why its recognition 
should not be withdrawn .

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 
With the withdrawal of the duty on salt , whether produced in , or imported 
into , India , it has become necessary to revise the law relating to salt . At the same 
time, as explained in my Budget speech , it is desired that Government s interest 
in salt which has hitherto been largely confined to the collection of duty , should 
hereafter be positive and should be direoted towards developing India : salt re 
sources to the utmost and to the full satisfaction of her needs of salt for domestio , 
agrioultural and industrial purposes. 

2 . The Bill proposes to amend the Contral Excises and Salt Aot , 1944 (Act I 
0 1944 ) 80 8.8 to provide for continuence of Government production of salt and of 
control over organised manufacture and for extension of control to distribution and 
importation and also to wholesale and retail sale , in so far as may be necessary to 
ensure that the benefits of the now forth of administration are passed on to the 
consumer. The control will be entrusted to an expert body to be called the 
Indian Salt Board . 

3 . Special provision is made for manufacture by individuals for their own 
purposes and for local sale . 

4 . The provisions relating to the formation of the Board and its conduct of 
business are similar to those designed to be applied to Electricity Boarde under the 
Elootricity (Supply ) Bill, 1946 . 
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5 . The Salt Board will be linked with the Central Board of Revenue , firstly 
because the present salt administration forms part of the Central revenue organi. 
sation , secondly because other fiold work in this connection can be more economically 
performed by the Central Excise staff which is distributed throughout British India 
than by a separate establishment created for the purpose , and thirdly bacalao any 
profits which the Board may make will be made over to Central revenues .
